He admitted that such a practice was 
ngainst the regulations. 

Mr. H..L. Foster, Inspector of 
Stores, sald the slings for securing 
logs were made of extra-special all- 
steel cable, and the authorised sling 
of the type produced in Court was 
much stronger. It was possible that 
the faulty sling had got into the 
stores by aceldent, and had not been 
noticed.” Checks were occasionally 
made of the stores, he said,

N your Summer improvement 
campaign, do not overlook 
your arms. With short siceves 
uppearing in strect frocks and 
With the bathing suit and play 
clothes you cannot begin too 

:soon to get yourself in trim. 

Do everything possible to firm 
Habby arm tssues or build up 
{scrawny_ones_so _the_ arm, contours. 
are flattering. Improve the skin 
lcolour and texture with improved 
jcirculation and eliminate the so- 
called “permanent goose-flesh" that 
so many girls complain of, None of 
these faults is dificult to correct it 
you ure persistent. 

To Improve skin texture ure one 

of the cream or lanolin type soups. 
Wash your arms’ well in the suds, 
then take your complexion brush or 
hands brush and work up a stiff 
luther. Rub well into the skin, uslng 
a circular massage motion with the 
brush, This tones the siin and 
speeds up the circulation, Let some 
ot the soapy ‘lather’ dry on the skin 
(rom five to ten minutes; then re- 
move by rinsing with warm, then 
cold, water. This treatment alone 
will Improve the appearance of the 
arms, 
If the elbows ‘are rough and dis- 
coloured, soak for five minutes In

The big muscto underneath the 
upper arm has’ a greater tendency 
to become soft and flabby than the 
one on the front.

6,000 Land

It was insisted that if a reasonable ; 
wage were gtaranteed ample sup- 
piles of Inbour would be forth- 
cuming.

Ina few weeks the new Agricul- 
tural ‘Wages Act will be in force, and 
a national minimum wage will be 
payable to farm workers. The pre- 
sent average farm wage Is about 38s., 
but the National Union of Agricul+ 
tural Workers has recelved many re- 
solutions from its branches that 
would make 60s. the minimum !f£ 
they were given effect. : 
The more general ¢xpcctation has 
been’ nu minimum of 40s. or 45s, But 
with the high wages being paid In 
munition factories and for making:
